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1. On 7 June 1950, at 10300 AM, the following Russian officers: General Petrakoveky, 
General Makarov, about twelve staff officers of the rank of major and above, and 
one senior ldeutenant, were introduced to all HVA chiefs at the Berlin-Adlershof 
HVA Headquarters, in the office of InspectorGeneral Heing Hoffmann, Chief In- 
spector Heinrich Heitsch introduced the German officers by name and position to 
General Petrakoveky, with Hoffmann interproting. 


2. .Heitsch also outlined the purpose of the meeting to the assonbled Russian and | 
German officers, namely, that tho Russian officers would be attached to the various 
Hauptabteilungen and Abteflungen in order to faniliarize thomselves with HVA _ 
operatians and to asaist their German counterparts with "advice and deeds". 

The Russian officers vere not to be considered as instruments of control. 


3. The folloving Russian officer assigments were made: General Makarov was 
attached to Heitach, Five other officers were attached to Hauptabteilung 
Stab with, as yet, no further break-down of assipmments to the Abteilung level, 
although it is presumed Abteilung Auabildung will get most of them. A e¢olonel 
uho had boen iInstroduced as a "Political Officer" was ascipned to Nauptabtellung 
Polit/Kultur, as were two or three other officers. ‘thin the Hauptabtetlung 
Intendantur, one officer was assigned to the Finances Section, and another to 
Motor Transport. 


4. When General Makarov addressed the Soviet officers in Russian——with no subse-~ 
quent tranglation--he stated that Chief of Staff Heitsch was in full command 
in all operational matters and authorized to sign directives, without prior: 
approval by the Chief of the HVA.* ‘“ 


5. Petrakovaky told tho German officers that they should avail themselves of the | 
presence of Russian officers to got on-the-spot decisions in all controversial 
naetters .*
